ARMOR BELT MISPLACED 


ON ALL‘ OF THE SHIPS. 


It Is Too Low, and in Battle the 
. Ships Would Be Badly Handi- 
capped—Naval Officers Pre-« 
dicted Disasters in the 
Turrets, but Were

Washington, March |10.—That there are 
Serious defects in the construction of 
American battleships was charged to-' 
day by Captain C. McR. Winslow. as- 
sistant chief of the bureau of naviga-. 
tion of the navy department, and Com- 
mander A. L. Key, former naval aide 
to President Roosevelt. 

The former officer said the ships under 
Admiral Evans were all overdraft when 
they left Hampton Roads. He defended

He could not state the exact 
amount, as he said it would vary on 
the different ships. 

There was no need, said Captain Wins- 
low. for more than 4 feet of armor be- 
low the water line. 

The witness was asked to compare cér- 
tain types of American ships with the 
contemporary clase of British ships. He 
took the Connecticut and the Lord Nel- 
<on, and in gunnery said the British ship 
has made better recotds for rapid shoot- 
ing with her battery of 9.2-inch guns 
than had been made with the Connecti- 
cut’s 8-inch guns. He though; this 
achievement was due probably to the 
hoists. 

‘Theoretically you would feel at a dis- 
advantage if you were compelled to take 
the Connecticut into action against the 
Lord Nelson?’ asked Mr. Tillman.

HF USED RIFLE 
“ON ROYAL PALACE 


Swede Pours Fusillade Into 
Abode of King Haakon, 


HE INTENDED TO KILL KING 


Dozen Bullets Were Fired Into the 
Palace—The Man Was Arrest- 
ed by the Police — He 
Is Said to Be 
Insane, 


Christiania, March !10.—A Swede, ap- 
parently insane, fusilladed the royal 
castle here with a Remington rifle at 
noon today. He fired altogether a 
dozen bullets, several of which erashed 
through the windows and embedded 
themselves in the interior walis of the 
castle. 

The man was promptly seized by the 
police and isarmed. At the police 
station he declared that it was his in- 
tention to kill King Haakon. He still 
had forty or fifty cartridges in his 
pockets. 

King Haakon and Queen Maud were 
absent from the castle at the time of 
the shooting, having recently moved 
to the royal residence at Voxenkol- 
lern. ! 

None of/‘the palace officials or ser- 
vants was injured. 

The name of the Swede is Johannes 
Gren.

GOV. HUGHES IN BOSTON. 


He Made Three Addresses—No Party 
Leaders Greeted Him. 


-Boston. March 10.—Governor Charles 
E. Hughes, of New York, delivered 
three addresses in the city tonight be- 
fore business and college organiza- 
tions. The governor arrived from Al- 
bany at 2:55 in the afternoon. Several 
persons gave the New York governor 
a hearty greeting. As his visit was 
regarded as social rather than politi- 
cal none of the party leaders in this 
state was at the statfon to meet him.

At the conclusion of his address Gov- 
ernor Hughes went to Young's hotel, 
where he greeted the members of the 
Delta Epsilon Society, of which he was 
an active member, while an under- 
graduate of Brown university. Gov- 
ernor Hughes’ address was very brief 
and entirely informal. Going from 
Young’s the governor went to the 
American house, where he addressed 
the Son of Brown university of Boston 
and vicinity.

Members of the commfttee wanted to 
know why the firemen, the sanitary 
men and other city employees were 
not’ included. Councilman Johnston 
said it looked as if they were trying 
to kill his ordinance by loading it down 
with amendments. He said he would 
put the committee on notice that he 
woulg fight it out in council. 

The ordinance was referred to the 
police board. 

Then Councilman Johnson, of the 
first, and Councilman Johnston, of the 
sixth, held a private conference. Some- 
body told them that they were having 
a first experience with the process of 
‘“pigeon-holeing.’’ They both declared 
that they would not let their papers 
be ‘‘pigeon-holed.”’

TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLA RS 


ASKED FOR 


MRS. L. LADD 


One of the important and interesting 


measures introduced at this session of 
congress was a bill in the house of rep- 
resentatives, on March 3, by Congress- 
man l.. F. Livingston, for the benefit of 
Mrs. Lucinda E. Ladd, of 82 Grant 
etreet, widow of the late Daniel B. 
Tadd, who lived in this city nearly 
fifty years. and died here about eight 
Years ago at his home on Auburn ave- 
nue. The bill reads: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
Representatives of the United States of 
America. in Congress assembled, That the 
Secretary of the treasury be, and he is here- 
by authorized and directed to pay, out of 
@ny money in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, to the estate of Daniel B. Ladd, 
deceased, twenty thousand dollars for his 
coal mines, for army and government uses, 
Stores and supplies taken from said Daniel 
B. Ladd bw the United States, in the state 
of Tennessee, in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three 

There is gsome interesting historv in 
connection with the claim. Daniel B. 
Ladd and his wife were natives of Ohio, 
of good stock and family. and connected 
with some of the prominent people of 
that famous “Buckeye astate.’’ 

About 1856 Mr. and Mrs. Ladd came 
to Georgia to live, and located in 
lanta, and bought the home on 
*treet, now called Auvmirn avenue. 
ladd was then an active business man, 
and accumulated some _ property. At 
fhe time of the civil war he owned 
valuable coal mines in the state of Ten- 
nessee. When the union 
ate armies came along there Mr. Ladd 
Was obliged to give up his mining oper- 
ations, and when the union armies ad- 
vanced and held possession of that sec- 
tion, the mines were taken by them for 
government uses and supplies, and Mr. 
Tadd was obliged to retire. He came 
back to his home and wife in Atlanta, 
though he persistently maintained a 
faithful loyalty to the United States 
government. After the war was over 
he entered business agagn in Atlanta, 
and was well known here by many citi- 
zens. He at length made a claim on 
the government for the use and occupa- 
tion of his coal mines In Tennessee.

| A bulletin pasted upon the main en-

doors to the Southern Railway 
shops in South Atlanta attracted the 
attention of all employees ,machinists 
helpers, blacksmiths, boiler makers 
carpenters, painters and apprentice 
boys yesterday when they knocked 
off for midday lunch. 

The bulletin advised them that with 
the conclusion of the day's work the 
shops would shut down indefinitely; 
that beginning this morning only a 
number of men sufficient to meet the 
actual demands would be retained on 


the payrolls of the various depart- 
ments. 


The matter was entered in the court of 
claims in Washington City, and the evi-| 
dence on the merits was considered guf- | 
ficient to sustain the claim, but it 
disallowed because of a ruling by the 
court, that loyalty was not shown on 
the part of the claimant or plaintiff 
during the period of the civil war. While 
the matter was in this status Mr. Ladd 
died. In the meantime Mrs. Ladd has 
held in reserve her right to prosecute 
the claim, as the widow and sole heir 
of her deceased husband. In other 
matters pertinent to her estate here, 
She had retained Judge Robert L. 
Rodgers as her counselor and attorney, 
and for several vears litigation has been 
pending in tthe superior court here, per- 
tinent to the home place. Later Judge 
Rodgers was employed by Mrs. Ladd to 
represent her in the presentation and 
prosecution of the claim against the 
government. Judge Rodgers prepared a 
petition to congress with some unique 
and interesting points, and sent the 
document to Colonel Livingston, who 
has introduced the bill as stated. The 
petition was a carefully prepared 
declaration, setting forth the facts as 
history of the cleim of Mr. Ladd, and 
contained a protest against the previous 
adverse ruling by the court of claims, 
as to the question of lovalty. One of 
the points presented in the petition was 
‘to this effect: 

Petitioner respectfully 
mits that in all cases, 
case, the loyalty of a citizen should be pre- 
sumed, and that such presumption should 
carry with conviction and judgment of 
the court, and of congress, tn favor of the 
claimant, unless it should be overcome by 
legal and pertinent proof, under a direct and 
specific charge and accusation of treason, or 
disloyalty, and a citizen should not be fre- 
quired to prove innocence, or ‘‘not guilty,’’ 
but such guilt of treason, or condition of 
disloyalty should be clearly proven and es- 
tablished by legal and relevant testimony, on 
charges to be preferred and proposed by the 
government, through its duly qualified offi- 
cers, 

The case is interesting in its peculiar 
features and history, and Judge Rodg- 
ers is hopeful of a favorable action on 
the claim by the congress. In the sen- 
ate Senators Bacon and Clay will give 
lit their personal attention.

Retrenchment Necessary. 


But to the employers it meant that so

Not the slightest intimation had been 
given the men that a reduction in the 
force was even contemplated. The great 
majority of the men let out have been 
working at ‘the shops for years, some 
of them in fact ever since the shops 
were started in Atlanta. 

The exact number of men let out 18 
not known. Men who have been work- 
ing at the shops for many years say 
that between one hundred and fifty and 
tWo hundred men are thrown out of 
employment, while representatives of 
the road offfficials assert only about 
ten per cent, maybe a_ fraction more, 
have been affected by the order. The 
order was issued by Chief Master Ma- 
chinist Murrian of the Southern head- 
quarters at Knoxville and a copy was 
sent to Master Machinist M. M. Rovy- 
den of the Atlanta shops as well as to 
the master machinists at other points 
along the road. No one connected with 
the road in Atlanta appears to know 
anything additional about the order. 

JI. Ss. B. Thompson, of the Southern, 
assistant to the president, is out of 
the city. 

Men Who Are Affected. 


A machinist who has been working 
at the shops for nearly twenty vears 
says that of the machinists; of whom 
something like a hundred and twenty- 
five to a hundred and fifty are used, 
as the demands upon that branch fre- 
quires, between seventy-five and one 
hundred are out. These men are on 
the payroll, he says at three dollars 
and twenty cents a day. Wf something 
like twenty-five to thirty helpers who 
earn one dollar and twenty-five cents 
a day fifteen, fully one-half, are with- 
out work. Six biacksmiths out of about 
an even dozen are sent adrift. Three 
dollars and twenty cents to three dol- 
lars and fifty cents is the scale for the 
blacksmiths. Eight boiler makers, 
about one-half the force, will not return 
to work.

THREE BOSSES 


OVER SEVEN MEN 


Hilburn Makes Charce About 
Cemelery 


READY FOR INVESTIGATION 


Ex-Councilman States That Ceme- 
tery Pays Three Bosses $280 a 
Month to Look After Only 
Seven Workmen at 
Oakland. 


While opposing an ordinance from 
the cemetery commission yesterday 
afternoon, ex-Councilman Frank 4A. 


‘Hilburn made some charges before the 


ordinance committee of the general 
council which he claimed would show 
a very remarkable financial manage- 
ment of the commission. 

The commission wanted an ordinance 


| prohibiting the issuing of any burial 


permits for Sunday funerals after 2 
o'clock Sattirday afternoon, for the 
purpose of allowing some of the worke- 
men at Oakland cemetery t® go home, 
thereby saving their wages for a day. 

Mr. Hilburn started up a sensation 
by first questioning Chairman W. S. 
Thomson, of the commigsion, as fol- 
lows: 

“Colonel, don’t you hire only seven 
at the cemetery and have three 
bosses to look after them?” 

Ready for Investigation. 

“I don’t see what that has to do with 
matter under consideration,” re- 
“However, 
commission stands ready to make 
a showing whenever the council asks 
for it.” 
“Don't you pay the seven men from 

to $2 a day,” persisted Mr. Hilburn, 
“and don’t you pay two bosses $100 a 
each, and a third boss $80 a 
month?” 

Chairman Thomson was on the eve 
of making another reply when a mem- 
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ber of the committee said that Mr. 
Hilburn could make any statement he 
wished to later on. 

After Chairman Thomson concluded | 


his argument in favor of the ordinance, | 
Mr.Hilburn took the floor. He said that | 
. being any 


he believed any rule to refuse a funeral 
permit after 2 o'clock or any hour 
Saturday would not be wise. 

“The poor people bury’ on Sunday 
whenever they possibly can,” he stated, 
“because this gives their friends and 
the brother members of orders and 
lodges opportunity to attend the funer- 
als. 


A Question of Finance. 


“Now talk about saving a few dollars 
by letting off three or four hands 
every Sunday.” continued Mr. Hillburn, 
“let me say a word about the financial 
management of the cemetery commis- 
sion. It employs seven men and pays 
them only from $! to $2 a day. And 
it has three well-paid bosses to look 
after these seven men. The bosses 
get altogether $280 a month, or more 
than half what the workmen get. If 
the cemetery commission wants to save 
money, let it cut off some of the high- 
ly-paid bosses. I have nothing against ! 


the bosses. I like to see any man get 
a soft job if he can, but I do object to 
interfering with Sunday funerals, just 
to save a few dollars.” 

G. H. Brandon, of the board of health, 
stated that his board objected to there 
restrictions about the issu- 
ing of burtal permits. 

The section of the ordinance refer- 
ring to the Saturday afternoon limit to 
the issuance of permits was stricken 
and the rest of the ordinance, giving 
the commission power to regulate 
burials, was reported favorably.

Forces at South Atlanta, 


RETRENCHMENT NECESSARY 


Southern Railway Lets Out Large 
Number of Men, Retaining Only 
Sufficient Force to Meet the 
Actual Demands of the 
Various Departments. 


A bulletin pasted upon the main en- 
‘trance doors to the Southern Railway 
shops in South Atlanta attracted the 
attention of all employees ,machinists 
helpers, blacksmiths, boiler makers 
carpenters, painters and apprentice 
boys yesterday when they knocked 
off for midday lunch. 

The bulletin advised them that 
the conclusion of the day's work 
shops would shut down 
that beginning this morning 
number of men sufficient to meet the 
actual demands would be retained on 
the payrolls of the various depart- 
ments. 

To the men wW&o have been earning 
the daily wage scale fixed by the 
read and the working men mutually, 
|} that bulletin meant that about a score 
of the full force in each department 
would be retained, while the bulk of 
the trained men in each line, except the 
carmen, would find themselves idle.

But to the employers it meant that so 
much of the old force as is necessary 
to keep in condition the rolling stock 
of the’ road would be continued on 
the payroll, the reduction in the force 
being made imperative, it is said, in 
order to retrencunu. 

Not the slightest intimation had been 
given the men that a reduction in the 
force was even contemplated, The great 
majority of the men let out have been 
working at the shops for years, some 
of them in fact ever since the shops 
were started in Atlanta. 

The exact number of men let out is 
not known. Men who have been work- 
ing at the shops for many years say 
that between one hundred and fifty and 
tWo hundred men are thrown out of 
employment, while representatives of 
the road offfficials assert only about 
ten per cent, maybe a_ fraction more, 
have been affected by the order. The 
order was issued by Chief Master Ma- 
chinist Murrian of the Southern head- 
quarters at Knoxville and a copy was 
sent to Master Machinist M. M. Roy- 
den of the Atlanta shops as well as [to 
the master machinists at other points 
along the road. No one connected with 
the road in Atlanta appears to know 
anything additional about the order.

Men Who Are Affected. 


A machinist who has been working 
at the shops for nearly twenty vears 
says that of the machinists; of whom 
something like a hundred and twenty- 
five to a hundred and fifty are used, 
as the demands upon that branch Tre- 
quires, between seventy-five and one 
hundred are out. These men are on 
the payroll, he s@ys at three dollars 
and twenty cents a day. Wf something 
like twenty-five to thirty helpers who 
earn one dollar and twenty-five cents 
a day fifteen, fully one-half, are with- 
out work. Six biacksmiths out of about 
an even dozen are sent adrift. Three 
dollars and twenty cents to three dol- 
lars and fifty cents is the scale for the 
blacksmiths. Eight boiler makers, 
about one-half the force, will not return 
to work. The boiler makers’ scale is 
three dollars and twenty cents. Twen- 
ty-five carpenters, a little less than 
one-half the force, cease earning 
and one-half to 
day.

PANIC DUE TO REPUBLICANS 


McLaurin Says Financial Troubles 
Are Result of the Incompetent 
and Misguided Adminis- 
tration of Govern- 
ment, 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—Cotton, 
as a basis for the issuance of treasury 
notes in times of money stringency, 
was the chief feature of a speech on 
the pending currency bill by Senator 
McLaurin, of Mississippi. Mr. McLaurin 
thought was no specia! need for 
currency legislation, and claimed that 
the policies of the republican party 
were responsible for the recent panic. 

“My chief financial operations: have 
been confined to the support of a large 
family on a smal! income,’’ said Sen- 
ator Ansel J. McLaurin. 

After disavowing specia! knowledge 
of financiai questions, Mr. McLaurin de- 
clared that the recent financial distur- 
bance had been caused by ‘the {tas 
competent, inefficient and misguided ad- 
ministration of the government by the 
republican party.’ The panic of 1893, 
he added, also was the harvest of the 
republican administration from i899 to 
1893, and the prosperity which followed 
1896 was the harvest of the democratic 
administration from 1!1893 to 1897. 


Philippines a Curse to Us.

Cemmenting on various cause, of the 
panic he referred to the acquisition of 
the Philippines, which, he said, never 
had been worth anything to the world, 
and never wWould be. “They were a 
millstone hung about the neck of 
Spain,’ he added, “and they have been 
a curse to us,’ 

He condemned the increase in the 
standing army, and said a fleet of war- 
ships had been sent on a yseless jaunt 
of many thousand miles at great ex- 
pense to *‘fright the souls of fearful ad- 
versaries,’’ and to “‘engage n the Chris- 
tian pastime of witnessing bull fights.’’ 
He arraigned the republican party for 
many alleged shortcomings. 

Mr. McLaurin condemned the prac- 
tice of making loans on the part of 
the treasury to banks to tide over times 
of stringency. He declared that the 
principle of government guarantees of 
national pank deposits was vicious. 

“If no unwise legislation is enacted,” 
sald Mr. McLaurin, “indeed if no legis- 
lation at all fs enacted, the present con- 
valescent condition of the country will 
continue to improve until normal con- 
ditions will obtain. If you do not tinker 
with the present banking jaws, but en- 
force them, they are ample for the pre- 
vention of bank panics. The greatest 
fear is that of bank-made panics.’ 


Cotton as Money Basis. 


He thought it would be better to 
have the treasury notes issued to the 
banks in place of thelr circulation. In 
this way the loss or destruction of the 
notes would redound to the gain of the 
government that gives them efficiency 
as money instead of to the gain of the 
banks that can give them no circula- 
tion without the government's endorse- 
ment. 

These treasury notes, he said, should 
be put in circulation by issuing them to 
any one who had United States bonds 
to put up as security, provided 3 per 
cent should be charged for the issue. 
Cotton also could be used as a basis 
for the issuance of treasury notes until 
the cotton was converted into gold 
from Wurope to retire the treasury 
notes. 

He condemned gambling in futures, 
and concluded by declaring that the 
banks did not want the proposed cur- 
rency legislation.

CAUSED REACTION 


Stacks Show Signs of Skill- 
ful Centro 


Prices Had Advanced to a Point 
Where Holders Were Unwilling 
to Forego Profits, and This 
Caused Decline—Better 
Feeling. 


New York, March !0.—There were 
continued signs in today’s stock mar- 
ket of the air of a benevolent control 
by skilful and other resourceful spec- 
ulative leaders, comparing it within 
the description of a professional mar- 
ket. The selling to realize profits was 
on a more liberal scale than yesterday 
ana the resulting reaction in prices 
were more pronounced. The growing 
dullness of the operations, as prices 
receded below last night's closing level, 
indicated the strength of the holders 
and their unwillingness to forego their 
profits. The extent to which profit- 
taking has been achievéd, and the re- 
duction in the short interest which has 
gone hand-in-hand with the movement, 
results in a technicar position favor- 
able for reaction. It is a well-known 
device of the best known speculative 
leaders, who have conducted great 
movements in the market, to vary a 
movement with reactions, digest their 
own profits, from time to time, in that 
way and, at the same time, shake off 
a weak speculative following which is 
a burden on the market, in the event 
of the development of any untoward 
circumstances. The rise in prices from 
the low points of last week, during 
the dull period of which the accumula- 
tion was effected from which the rise 
started, had reached from 5 to 10 points 
at the extreme of the additional ad- 
vances in today’s early trading. The 
reaction was regarded as normal, 
therefore. 

Of the rumors which have developed 
and helped along the advance there 
was some revision of opinion with the 
realization of the wnsubstantial fabric 
of which they are composed. This was 
notably true of those dealing with sup- 
posed political bargains which were 
to make opportunities for active specu- 
lation. When prices ceased to go up, 
most of these stories dropped out of 
view. On a more substantial basis, 
was the impression brought away from 
Washington by delegations carried 
theré by anxiety over the scope of pro- 
posed measures for the. restriction of 
activities on the exchange of the coun- 
try, including stocks, cotton and grains. 
Less fear was expressed of reckless 
interference with the great processes 
of affecting the exchanges of the 
country after personal contact with 
the authorities in Washington. Some 
buying for London account was a fac- 
tor in the absorptive power of the 
market. The ~subtreasury § figures, 
shoWing a cash net gain for the day’s 
operatiobna of $7,288,000, reflected the 
turning over of government deposits 
by the banks, in response to the call 
of the secretary of the treasury. The 
effect on the money market was not 
appreciable. The element in the spec- 
ulation which views the rise in prices 
at this time with distrust, urges as one 
ground of suspicion, that the rise is 
fostered by manipulation in order to 
aid these intended flotations. While 
the day's final prices show some con- 
siderable declines, the movement 
throughout was exceedingly irregular.
